Morgan has 
everything to make a real champion. 
He looks very much like Terry Me- 
Govern and thefe i&8 some similarity 
between his fighting characteristics 
and those of the great old-time cham- 
pion. But Tod Morgan knows more 
about boxing than Terry ever dreamed 
of. He has the same aggressiveness, 
tempered with brains. He fights ag- 
eressively, but with a defensive skill 
at all times that is very rarely seen 
in the ring.

He seldom misses a punch and he 
places his hits.like a sharpshooter, 
hitting the center of the bullseye every 
time.

An institution which takes normal 
boys who, through associations on the 
streets and by-ways of cities, have be- 
come unmanageable or have fallen into 
the hands of the law; an institution 
which empleys home influence, work 
and self-government to reform and 
make worthy citizens of them—such 
is the Connecticut Junior Republic at 
Litchfield in that state. 

Harley F. Roberts, of Watertown, 

n., president of the Connecticut 
Junior Republic association, is in At- 
lanta for the Christmas holidays as 
the guest at the Georgian Terrace ho- 
tel of Dave Woodward, widely-known 
Atlanta business man and a native of 
Watertown, who spends his summers 
in the Connecticut city. Interviewed 
Friday afternoon, Mr. Roberts grew 
enthusiastie over stories of citizen- 
building which have been achieved at 
Litchfield. 

Mr. Roberts is an qssociate of Hor- 
ace ID. Taft, of Watertown, in the 
famous ‘Taft School for Boys. Mr. 
Taft, who spent Friday at the old 
Taft home in Cincinnati with his 
brothers, Henry Taft and William H. 
Taft, will arrive tonight to bea guest 
of Mr. Woodward, and he and Mr.

Describes Junior Republic. 

The Junior Republic idea, Mr. Rob- 
erts explained, was the outgrowth of 
a movement started in 1895 by Wil- 
liam R. George. In that year, Mr. 
George, a New York business man, 
established a place at Freeville, N. Y., 
where boys and girls from the streets 
of New York might go for a few sum- 
mer months. Later he extended the 
work so as t keep the place open all 
the year around. ; 

Other junior republics haye been 
established in different states and 
cities since then, the best known of 
which is the one at Litchfield. Boys 
who go to Litchfield are sent there 
by judges, eh ae courts, probation 
officers and, in some instances, by 
parents themselves. ‘They are boys 
who have taken’ the first steps of in- 
corrigibility along the road which 
leads in a few short years to a life 
of serious crime. And, with few ex- 
ceptions, their experiences at Litch- 
field have saved them from criminal 
ranks and restored them to their com- 
munities as upright, worthy citizens. 


There is, for instance, Nick. Nick 
was described by his own pi -nts as 
“acquainted with every form of vice” 
at the age of 14. His father: had de- 
cided that he must put Nick out of 
his home for the safety of the others 
of the family. Nick, in fact, was 
what could only be described as a 
thoroughly “‘bad boy.” 

Friends got Nick into the junior 
republic at Litchfield. After a few 
months, the change came suddenly, 
as it generally does with these boys 
| whose badness creates a human prob- 
lem, Mr. Roberts said. 


Turns Over New Leaf. 


Nick decided that ag a member of 
the junior republic, he must do his 
art towards sustaining, ft. So he 
ooked around to see what kind of 
work done there wouid suit him best, 
and decided on the bakery. For 12 
months Nick was assistant baker. 
Then the boy who was head baker 
left the school and Nick proudly took 
his place. Nick is a good citizen of 
the junior republic today, and in a 
year or two when he again enters the 
outside world, he will-be an equally 
good citizen of the great American 
republic. 4 

At Litchfield, the junior republic 
has a farm of 165 acres. All the 
work on the place is done by the boys. 
They elect from among themselves 
their own governing officers—presi- 
dent and secretary of state, who serve 
for a term of six months. Other of- 
ficers of the republic are appointed 
by the president. Citizens’ court, with 
an appointed judge, clerk, prosecutor 
and defender, is held weekly. . Once 
a month there is a town meeting. The 
elective officers may be removed for 
misconduct by impeachment at these 
monthly meetings. 

The self-reliance, the sense of. per- 
sonal responsibility inculeated by this 
system of self-government, saves the 
boys from the downward grade on 
which they have started before they 
come to Litchfield and teaches them, 
in place of the loafers’ lore of the city 
streets, good citizenship principles of 
the upright member of the community. 
They become lifters in the social y 
instead of leaners. 

Boys Paid for. Work. 

The boys are paid for all the work 
they do at a fixed rate. They have 
their own currency, and out of their 
earnings pay in part for their board, 
lodging and clothes.

CHRISTMAS TREE 
FAMINE IN BERLIN 


Berlin, December 25.—(/)—Al- 
though a supply of half a _ wmillion 
Christmas ,trees had been brought 
into Berlin and offered’at high prices, 
the entire stock was exhausted today 
and Berlin experienced the effects of 
a Christmas tree famine. 

A crowd of 300 persons armed with 
axes invaded the municipal forest and 
started hacking down every small 
tree in sight. A forester who inter- 


fere. was forced to use a revolver to. 


disperse the crowd. The police con-
